w2elf the will of man, oz to wꝛeath his heart to our humoꝛs, it is 
not in the compaſſeof Art, but in the power of the moſt higheſt. 

But fo2 becauſe there haue been many without donbt that haue 
giuen credit to the vaine illuſions of Witches, oz the fond inuen⸗ 
tions ok idle perſons; J will ſet down ſuch reaſons as J haue heard, 
and pou will laugh at: ſo J hope J ſhall both ſatiſfie your minde, 
and make you a little merry: fo2 me thinketh there is nothing that 
can moꝛe delight, then to heare the things which haue no waight to 
be thought to haue wzonght wonders. 

Af vou take Pepper, the ſed of a Nettle, and a little quantitie 
of Pyretum, beaten o2 pounded altogether, and put into Mine ot 
two peeres old, whenſoeuer you dzinke to Camilla, if ſhee loue pou 
not, you loſe your labour. The coſt is ſmall, but if your beleefe 
be conſtant, you winne the goale : foꝛ this receite ſtandeth in a 
ſtrong concette. 

Egges and Yony blended with the Nuts of a Pine-tree, and 
laid to your left ſide, is of as great fozce when youlooke vpon Ca- 
milla, to bewitch the minde,asthe quinteſſence of a Þtockfilh is to 
nouriſh the body. 

An hearbe there is called Anacamforitis, a ſtrange name, and 
doubtleſſe of a ſtrange nature, foz whoſoeuer toucheth it, falleth in 
loue with the perſon thee next ſteth. It groweth nat in England, 
but here you ſhall haus that which is not halle ſo god, that will dee 
as much ged, and yet truely no moz2e. 

Che hearbe Cariſum moiſtened with the blod of a Liſard, and 
hanged about your necke, will cauſe Camilla,(fozher you lone beſt) 
to dzeame of your ſeruices, ſutes, defires, deſerts, and whatſoener 
vou would wiſh her to thinke of yon: but being awaked, ſhee ſhall 
not remember what ſhe dzeamed of. And this hearbe is to be found 
in a Lake neere Boctia ; of which water who ſo dzinketh, ſhall bee 
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taught in loue, but neuer finde the hearbe: and if he dzinke not, the 


hearbe is ok no foꝛce. 

There is in the Frogges ſide a bone called Apocyon : and in the 
head ofa vong Colte, a bunch named Hyppoinanes, both ſo effedu⸗ 
all fo2 the obtaining of loue, that who ſo getteth either of thein, ſhal 
win any that are willing: but ſo iniuriouſly hath both craft and nas 
ture dealt with vong Gentlemen that ſeeke to gaine god will by 
theſe meanes, that the one is licked of befoze1t can be gotten, the 
other bꝛeaketh as ſone as it is touched. And pet vnleſſe Hy ppoma- 
nes be licked, it cannot woꝛke, and except Apocyon bee found it is 
nothing woꝛth. 

J omit the Thiſtle Eringium, the hearbes Catanenci, and Py- 


tuma, luba his Charito Blzpheton, and Orpheus Staphelinus, all of | | | 


ſuch vertue incaſes of loue, that if Camilla ſhould but taſte any” 
one of them in her mouth, ſhes would neuer let it go downe her 
th ꝛoat, leſt ſhe ſhould be poiſoned: fo2, well you know Gentle⸗ 
man, that loue is a poiſon, and therefoze by poiſon it mult be main⸗ 
tained.

taille, things eaſie to bee had, and commonly pꝛactiſed, ſo that 
J would n ot haue thee ſtand in doubt ol thy lone, when either a 
youg Swallow famiſhed , oꝛ the ſhꝛonding ſheet of a deare friend, 


oꝛ a waxen Taper that burnt at his feete, oz the inchaunted 


Needle that M dea hidde in laſons lieeue, are able, not onelte to 
make them deſire loue, but alſo dit fo2 loue. How doe pon now 
feele pour ſelfe, Philautus? Ik the le iſt of theſe charmes be not ſuffi- 
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cient foꝛ ther, allero2ciſmes and coniurations in the wozld will not 
ſerue ther. 

Pou ſ& Genfleman , into what blinde and groſſe erroꝛs in old 
time we were led, thinking euerp old wires tale to be a truth, and 
euerp merrie woꝛd, a very witchcraft.UWhen the Egptians fel from 
their God to the Pꝛieſt Memphis, and the Grecians from their moꝛ⸗ 
rall queſtions, to their diſputations of Pycrbus, and the Romanes 
from religion to policy, then began all ſuperſtition to bꝛeede, and all 
impietie to bleine, and to be ſo great they are both growne, that the 
one being then an infant, is now an Elephant, and the other being 
then a twig, is now a Tree. 

They inuented as many inchauntmentes foꝛ loue, as they did 
fo: the toth-ache : but hee that hath tried both, will ſate, that the 
belt charme fo2 a toth-ache1ts to pull out the tooth, and the beſt re- 
medie fo2 loue is to weate it out. If incantations oꝛ potions, oꝛ a⸗ 
moꝛous ſayings could haue pꝛeuailed, C irc i would neuer haue loſt 
VIlyſſes, noz C hædra Hippolitas, noz Phillis Demophoon. Jfconius 
rations, Charecters, Circles, Figures, Fiendes, oꝛ Furies, might 
haue wꝛought any thing in loue, Medea would neuer haus ſuffe- 
red Iaſon to altar his minde. It the ſirups of Mic aonias. oʒ the verſes 
of Aeneas, oz the Satyren of Dipſas, were offo2ce to meue the minde, 


they all th would not haue benemartyzed with the toꝛments of 


loue. No, no, Philautus, thou maieſt well poiſon Camilla with ſuch 
dꝛegges, but neuer perſwade her: fo2 J confeſſe that ſuch hearbes 
may alter the bodie from ſtrength to weaknes, but to thinke that 
they can mwue the minde from vertue to vice, from chaſtity to luſt, 
J am not ſo ſimple ts beleue, neither would 3 haue ther ſo ſinfull 
as to doe it. | 

Lucilla miniſtring an amoꝛous potion vnto herhuſband Lucre- 
tius, pzocured his death,whoſelife ſhe onely deſired. 

Ariſtotle noteth one that being inflamed with the lone ofa faire 
Ladie, thought by medicine to pꝛocure his bliſſe, and w2ought in 
the end his bane: ſo was Caligula ſlaine of Cæſonia, and Lucius 
Lucullus of Caliſtine. Perſwade thy ſelfe Philautus, that to vſe 
hearbes to winne loue, will weaken thy bodie, and to thinke that 
hearbes can further, doth hurt the ſoule: fo2 as great fozce haue 
they in ſuch caſes, as noble men a them to haue in the old 

| * time, 
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time. Achimeniusthehearb was of ſuch fo2ce, that it was thought 
if it were thꝛowne into the battaile , it would make all the Doul- 
diours tremble: but where was it when the Humbri and Tentoni 
were eriled by warre: where grew Achimenius then? one of whoſs 
leaues would hane ſaneda thouſand lines. 

The Kings of Perſia gaue their ſouldiours the Plant Lorace, 
which who ſo had,ſhould haue plentte of meate, and money, & men, 
and all things: but why did the ſouldiours of Czfar endure ſuch fa⸗ 
mine tn Pharſalia, if one hearbe might haue eaſed fo many heartes ? 
Where is Balis that luba ſo commendeth, the which could call the 
dead to life, and pet hehimſelfe died? 

Democrites made a confection, that whoſoeuer dꝛank it, ſhonld 
haue a faire, a foꝛtunate, and a god child. Why did not the Perfian | 
kings ſ will this Nectar, haning ſuch defozmed and vnhappy iſſu ? 

Cato was of that minde, that thꝛee inchanted woꝛdes could heale 
the eie light: and Varro, that a verſe of Sibilla could eaſe the gout: 
vet the one was faine to vſe runing water, which was but a colde 
medicine, the other patience, which was but a dzy plaiſter. 

J would not haue ther thinke, Philautus, that loueis to bes obtai⸗ 
ned by ſuch meanes, but onely by Faith, Uertue, and Conffancte, 

Philip King of Macedon, caſting his eie vpon a faire Uirgin, bes 
came enamoured, which Olimpias his wife perteiuing, thought 
him to be inchaunted, and cauſed one ofher ſeruants to bing the 
Maiden vnto her, whom ſhe thought to th2uft both to ex ile and 
ſhame: but viewing her faire face without blemiſh, her chafte eieg 
without glauncing, her modeſt eonntenance, her ſober and wo⸗ 
manly behauiour, finding alfo her vertnes to bee no leffe then her 
beautie, the ſaid, In my ſelfe there are charmes, meaning that 
there was no greater enchantment in loue, then temperance, wiſe- 
dome, and chaſtitie. Fond therefoze is the opinion of thoſe, that 
thinke the minde to be tied to Magike: and the pzactiſe of thoſe, fil- 
thy that ſeeke thoſe meanes. Loue dwelleth in the minde, in the 
will, and in the heart, which neither Coniurer, noꝛ Phyſickecan als 
ter. Foz as cxedible it is that Cupid ſhateth his arrow , and hitteth 
the heart, as that hearbs haue the foꝛce to bewitch the heart: onele 
this difference there is, that the one was a fiction ot Poetry, the o⸗ 


ther of luperſtition. The will is placed in the ſoule, and who — 
| kuter 
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enter there, but he that created the ſoule: 


No, no, Gentleman, whatloeuer you haue heard touching this, 
belceue nothing: fo2 they (in mine opinion) which unagine that 
the minde is either by incantation, oz excantation to bee ruled, are 


as fax from truth, as the Eaſt from the Welt, and as nere umpietie 
againſt God, as they are to ſhame among men, and fo contrarie is 
it to the pzofefſion of a Chziſtian, as Paganiſme. Suffer not your 


ſelfe to be ledde withthat vile conceit, Pans your * all kind 
; bee ſober, but auoide 


of lopaltis. Be not mute, noꝛ full of babble; 
ſullenneſſe : vſe no kinde of ryot, either by banketting, which pꝛo⸗ 


cureth ſurfets: no2 in attire, which haſteth beggerie. If you thinke 


well of your wit, bs al waies pleaſant :1f ill, bee often ſilent: in the 
one, thy talke ſhall pꝛocure the ſharpe, in the other, thy modeſtie 
wiſe. All ſiſh are not caught with flies, all women are not allured 
with perſonage. Frame Letters, Ditties, Muſick, and all meanes 


that honeſtie map allow: foz hee woeth well that meaneth no ill, 


and he ſpeedeth ſoner that ſpeaketh what he ſhould, then hee that 
vttereth what he will. Belteue me, Philautus, J am noh old, yet 
haue in my head a loue · tat, ⁊ in my minde thore is nothing that 


* moꝛe pearteth the heart of a beautifull Lady, then waiting, where 
thou maiſt ſo ſet downe thy paſſions, and her perfection, as ſhe ſhall 


haue cauſe to thinke well of the, and better of her ſelfe: but pet fo 
warily, as neither thou ſeme to pꝛaiſe her to much, oz debaſe thy 
ſelfe to lowly 2 foꝛ if thou flatter them without meane, they loath, 
and if thou make of thy ſelfe aboue reaſon, they laugh at it: temper 
thy woꝛds ſo well, and place euery ſentenceſo wiſely, as it may 
be hard fo2 her to iudge, whether thy loue bee moze faithfull, oz her 
beautie amiable. Lions fawne when they are clawed, Tygars 
ſfope when they are tickled, Bucephalus lieth downe when her is 
curried, women yeld when they arecourted. This is the poyſon 
Philautus, theinchauntment, the potion, that creepeth by ſleight 
into the minde of a woman, e catcheth her by aſſurance, better then 
the fond deuites of old dꝛeames, as an Apple with an Aue Marie, 
92 a Yaſell wand ofa verre old, Croſſes with fire characters, oz the 
picture of Venus in Uirgin waxe,o2 the Image of Camilla vpona 
Moulwarps ckin. Jt is not once mentioned in the Engliſh Court, 


noz ſa much as thought ol in any ones conſcience, that loue can be

p20cured by ſuch meanes, 92 that any can imagine ſuch miſchiefe, 
and yet 3 feare meit is to commonin our Country, whereby they 
incurrehateofeneryone,andloue ok none. 

Touching my cunning in anp vile denices of Magike, it was ne⸗ 
uer my ſtudie, only ſome delight J tok in th e Hathematiks, which 
made me knowne of moze then J would, and of moꝛe thon thinke 
well of mee, although J neuer hurt o2 hindzed any. But bee thou 
quiet Philautus, and wſe thoſe meanes that may win thy loue, not 
thoſe that may ſhoꝛten her life, and if J can any waes ſtand ther 
in ftcad, vſe me as thy poꝛe friend and Countriman, harme will J 
doe thee none, god q cannot. My acquaintance in Court is ſmal', 
and thereloꝛe my dealings about the Court ſhall be few, fo2 J loue 
to ſtand alofe from loue, and lightning. Fire giueth light to things 
farre off, and burneth that which is next to it. The Court ſhineth 
to me that come not there, but cingeth thoſe that dwell there. Dn- 
ly iny counſell vſe, that is in wafing,and me thou ſhalt find ſecret, 
wiſhing ther alwaies ſoꝛtunate, and if thou make meepartaker of 
thy ſucceſſe,it ſhall not turne to thy griefe, but as much as in me li⸗ 
eth, J will further ther. Mhen he had finiſhed this diſcourſe, Phi- 
lautus liked very well of it. and thus replied. 

Well, Pſellus, thou haſt w2onght that in mee, which thou wiſh⸗ 
elt: fo if the baits that are laide fo2 beautie bee ſo ridiculous, J 
thinke it of as great effec in loue, to vſe a plaiſter as a potion. J 
now vtterlte diſſent from thoſe that imagine agicke to bee the 
meanes, and conſent with thee that thinkeſt letters to be, which x 
wil vſe. And how J ſpeed J will tel ther, in the meane ſeaſon pardon 
me, if F vſe no longer anſwer:foʒ well you know, that he that hath 
the ſit ol an Ague vpon him hath no liſt to talke, but to tumble, and 

loue pinching me, J haue moꝛe deſire to chew vpon melancholie, 
then to diſpute vpon Magicke: but hereafter J will make repaire 
vnto you, and what J now giue you in thankes, J will then re- 
quite with amends. 

Thus theſe two Conntriemen parted with certaine Italian im⸗ 
b:aſings and tearmes of courteſie, moꝛe then common. Philautus 
we ſhall find in his lodging, Pſellus we will leaue in his ſtudy, the 
one muſing of his loue, the other ot his learning. 
to in⸗ 
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trap you when ſco2nfully vou goe about to reiec them, thinking» 
it not vn awkull to vie Art when they perceiue pou obſtinate, their 
dealings J will not allow, neither can J excuſe yours, and pet 
what ſhould be the cauſe of both, J can guelle. 

Whea Phidias firft painted, they vſed no coleurs but blacke, 
white, redde, and vellow: Xcuxis addevgreene, and euery one ins 
uented a new ſhaddowing. At the laſt it came to paſſe, that hee in 
painting deſerued moſt pꝛuſe that could ſet downe moſt colours: 
whereby there was moze contention kindled about the colour, then 
the counterfait, and greater emulation foz verity in ſhew, then 
wo2kmantſhip in ſubſtance. 

In the like manner hath it fallen out in loue: when Adam woos 
ed, there was nopollicy but plaine dealing: in colours but blake, 
and white; affection was meaſured by faith not by fancy, hee was 
not curious, noꝛ Eue cruell : he was not enamoured of her beau⸗ 
tie, no2 ſhee allured by his perſonage: and pet, then was ſhee the 
faireſt woman in the wozld, and he the pꝛopereſt man. Since that 
time, euerp Louer hath put to a Linke, and made ofa ring, a chaine, 
and an odde coꝛner, and framed ok a plaine Alley, acroked knot, 
and of Venus Temple, Dzdalus Labyzinth. One curled his haire, 
thinking loue to bee moued with faire lokes; another laieth all his 
liuing vpon his backe, iudging that women are wedded in bꝛauerp: 
ſome vſe diſcourſes of lone fo kindle affection : ſome ditties to 
allure the minde : ſome Letters to ſtirre the appetite, diuers ſigh⸗ 
ting top2wae their manhoode : ſund2y ſighing to thew their ma- 
ladies: many attempt with ſhewes to pleaſe their Ladies eyes: 
not few with muſike to entiſe the eare: inſomuch that there is 
moꝛe {rife now, who ſhallbe the fineſt. louer, then who is the faith- 
fulleſt, 

This cauſeth you, Gentlewomen, to pick out thoſe that can court 
vou, not thoſe that loue you, and he is accounted the beſt in your 
conceits that vſeth moſt colours, not that ſheweth greateſt courte⸗ 
fie. A plaine tale of faith you laugh at, a picked diſcourſe of fancie 
you maruell at, condemning the ſimplicity ot truth, and pzeferring 
ſingularity of deceit: wherein you reſemble thoſe Fiſhes that ra⸗ 
ther ſwallo wa faire baite with a ſharpe hoke, then a foule wazme 
bzcedingin the mud. 

Verreol 
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VYereofit commeth, that true Louers reteiuing a floute foz their 
faith, and a mocke foz their god meaning, are infozced to ſeeke 
fach meanes as might compel vou, which you knowing unpoſſible, 
maketh you the mo ꝛe diſdainekull, and them the moze deſperate. 
This then is my counſell, that you vſe your louers like frinds, and 
choſe them by their faith, not by the ſhew, but by the ſound, nei⸗ 
ther by the waight, but by the touch, as you doe gold: ſo ſhal yon be 
pꝛaiſed as much ſoz vertue, as beauty. But returne wee againe to 
Philaucus, who thus began to debate with himſelfe. 

VV Hat haſt thou done, Philautus, in ſeking to wound her that 

thou deſireſt to winne 2 With what face canſt thou loke on 
her thou ſoughteſt to loſe:? Fie, fie, Philautus, thou bzingeft thy 
ged name into queſtion, and her life into hazard, hauing neither 
care of thine owne credit, noꝛ her honour.

O noble patterne ofa pzincely minde, not lis vnto the Rings of 
Perſia, ho in their P20g2efſes did nothng elle but tut ſticks todziu 
away the time, no like the delicate liues ol the Sibarites, who would 
not admit any Arte ta bet exerciſed within their Citie that might 
make the leſt noiſe.

he receiued Letters out of England from Pnilautus, which J thought 

necefſarie alſo to inſert,that J might giue ſome end to the matters
